, London, Sept. 9.—If inspiration means to the French soldier 
■what it did in the time of the first Napoleon, the situation to-day on 
the allies centre, on the historic field of Chalons, should offer com¬ 
pensation for a disheartening month of rear guard actions. The al¬ 
lies, now superior or at least equal in numbers to the Germans, evi¬ 
dently have begun the offensive. At least 300,000 men are engaged 
on both sides, and as the centre of the allies lies on the plains of 
Chalons, true to many phophesies, another Armageddon may take 
place where Attilla, surnamed the Scourge of God, was defeated by 
the allied Visigoths and Romans in the bloodiest battle in the world's 
history. On these plains centuries later, Napoleon conducted the 
moat brilliant defensive campaign of his career. The French soldiers 
wiljL not be allowed to forget also that on this field a French army 
Toufeht a victorious action after its commander had surrendered his 
sword. 

Austria Suffers From Internal Troubles. 

' Logically, a great and decisive battle ought to he under way 
from Paris to Verdun, but the veil of secrecy and the meagreness of 
the official communications preclude positive predictions regarding 
the nature of the engagement proceeding in the western war theatre.

They assert that the French captured a considerable number of 
field and machine guns, while the Germans often surrendered in 
groups. 

Field Marshal Sir John French, the commander-in-chief of the 
British forces now fighting with the French army, looked perfectly 
satisfied with the situation, according to the British soldiers. They 
say he went about the lines smoking a cigarette a3 though he was on 
the parade grounds. 

The German progress seems to have been rapid and too pre¬ 
cipitate in its eagerness to get to the gates of Paris, for they arrived 
out of breath and to all appearances out of ammunition, which may 
explain why they did not pursue their original plan.

ENORMOUS LOSSES ARE 
ADMITTED BY AUSTRIANS 

Petrograd, Sept. 8—Refugees and 
deserters from the armies of Austrian 
Galicia, according to Information ob¬ 
tained in official quarters to-day, have 
told the Russian military authorities 
that their losses have been enormous. 
A number of Austrian regiments were 
decimated. 

The Austrians, according to these 
refugees, are fearful of an uprising in 
the crown land of Bukovina. 

There has been published here, from 
individual newspaper correspondents, 
statements which confirm previous re¬ 
ports of the disorganization in the ar¬ 
mies of Austria. In Galicia, It is de¬ 
clared the Austrians have made use of 
explosive bullets. Other correspondents 
assert that a revolt has broken out in 
the ranks of the Turkish army at 
Adrlanople on account of a threatened 
famine. Btlll others * telegraph that 
the news of Russian victories in Gali¬ 
cia have provoked enthusiasm, par¬ 
ticularly in Bucharest Roumania, 
where the Russian national hymn was 
sung In one of the theatres.

Acting on the principle that the loss 
of ,« British freighter will bo a small 
thing If site can take down with her a 
German cruiser, it is said that there is 
ft tactic general understanding among 
British shipmasters now in North Pa¬ 
cific waters that they will ram any Ger¬ 
man cruiser that attacks them. If the 
Leipzig should stop any of these sea¬ 
men they intend to steer their ship into 
tile enemy at full speed and try to 
strike him amidships. 

That such an understanding exists [ 
was learned when the British steam¬ 
ship Hyndford. under charter to Hind. 
Jtoiph & Co., arrived on the Sound t" 
coal before going to Everett to com¬ 
plete a lumber cargo for India. Capt. 
'•I. Horne, the master, admitted that he 
had his plans carefully laid for the 
course he will follow if stopped by any 
of the German cruisers in the Pacific. 
Those in a position to know admit that 
other British masters have decided 
upon the same line of tactics. 

"If o meet any German war vessels 
on my way to India. ' said Captain 
Horne, "she will find me prepared with 
my plan of action. In a war like the 
I resent one the duty of a British 
master is plain. Thousands of our 
countrymen are falling at the front and 
It is certainty our simple duty to 
strike a blow if a German warship in¬ 
terferes wit ft us.

PREPARATIONS MADE 
FOR MARKET DAY HERE 


City Council Votes $300 for 
Improvements; Committee 
Meets To-day 


The movement to start a public mar¬ 
ket is being enthusiastically supported 
land the committee of members of the 
j city council and the Victoria and Island 
| Development association has set itself 
i to work energetically to complete the 
necessary plans for the event on Sep- 
I ternber 18. A meeting was held yester- 
I day afternoon, followed by another this 
afternoon. 

In order to provide the necessary 
funds for the establishment of stalls 
or. the vacant lot west of the city hall 
and for improvements at the rear of 
the market building, the city council 
last evening voted $300. Some stalls will 
be erected on the vacant space in the 
centre and undersell wall, and pTenty 
of room will be*provided for the move¬ 
ment of persons in and out among tlie 
stalls For the present, at any rate, no 
charge will he made for the use of tlie 
stalls. Produce may be sold direct from 
carts and wagons on one side each of 
Pandora avenue and Cormorant street. 

The market square will be used for 
the sale of live stock, and the existing 
stalls will he used for the disposal of 
produce. Publicity matter has been sent 
throughout the Saanich peninsula, the 
'district west of the city and up-Island 
in the Cowlchan and other districts, so 
that the objects of the market may lie 
fully appreciated and the committee 
enabled to learn from- the first effort on 
Friday week whether the market ran 
b,* permanently ro-establlshed. 

The railways will be asked to give a 
cheap passenger rate for the day, and 
also a rate for the handling of pro¬ 
duce. Further details were discussed at 
the meeting of the committee to-day. 
Support for the movement Is coming 
from quarters in which it had never 
been anticipated any interest in the 
proposal would be shown. 

Speaking of the great Interest which 
members of the city council have shown 
In the proposal, Industrial Commis¬ 
sioner Cuthhe'rt said to-day: “The 
mayor and council have entered into 
this proposal enthusiastically. It is cer¬ 
tainly a sincere attempt to encoufage 
producers at the outset and at the 
same time to make It possible for the 
pian with a very small sum to spend 
to buy as much as possible for the 
least money.” He Is now asking the 
Local Council of YY'onien for their as¬ 
sistance in securing the support of the 
housewives of Victoria, that they may 
do their purchasing from the market 
direct.

NEW SCALE PRICES 
FOR VICTORIA BARS 


Concerted Action of Hotel- 
Keepers Holds Increases 
Down to Minimum 


Rumors of a big Increase in the price 
of liquors on account of the recently im¬ 
posed war-tax have conjured up visions 
of such extraordinary .charges in the 
minds of consumers that the announce¬ 
ment of the revision which the hotel- 
keepers have decided upon will tie a de¬ 
cidedly pleasant shock. The new scale 
which goes Into effect on Saturday. Sep¬ 
tember 12, In all bars in Victoria, makes 
only a few changes and those are very 
slight. 

Draught liquors, by which are meant 
whiskey and other liquors k'*pt In un¬ 
labelled decanters, will continue to sell 
at two ror 25 cents, but five drinks will 
be 65 cents instead of 50 cents. Local 
b’*ers are unchanged, and local siphon 
soda,, ginger ale and sweet soda will be 
served free with drinks as usual. Thus 
by far the largest Items in the list are 
absolutely unchanged. 

All case liquors 'will be 15 cents straight 
hereafter, as will cocktails. Tickles and 
fizzes, Case liquors are special whis¬ 
kies. gins. etc., asked for b.v name. 
Three-star brandies will be 15 cents for 
ponies and 25 cents for the straight drink. 
All egg drinks will be 25 cents, as will 
absinthe frappes. 

Ale. porter, imported beers and Imported 
mineral waters will be 60 cents a quart. 
30 cents a pint and 20 cents a split. Those 
patrons of highballs who Insist upon » 
special brand of soda water or mineral 
water for their drinks will now buy a 
split. lids change, the hotel-keepers 
say. has been contemplated for gome 
time, but has never been carried out be¬ 
cause of Want of concerted action. The 
practice of charging for imported mln- 
■ral waters Is almost universal In othor 
parts of the country. 

The changes made by this revision are 
much less than those made In Vancouver 
and elsewhere. In Y'ancouver all liquors 
were put up to 20 cents a drink right 
away Throughout the United States It 
has always been customary to charge 15 
cents straight for cocktails and other 
mixed drinks. 

The war tax on liquors passed by the 
house In the latter part of August was 
made retroactive to August 7. and the 
Wholesalers have been compelled to make 
material Increases in. their prices to cover 
the loss occasioned through having to 
pay hack taxes on large quantities 01 
stock bought and re-sold before notice of 
the increased duty was received. The 
increases were decided upon by'the hotel- 
keepers at a joint meeting the other day. 
The sentiment of the meeting was that 
war time was not a time to make in¬ 
creases that would seriously affect the 
general public, who already have enough 
hardships to hear 

Tobacco merchants have made some in¬ 
creases on certain lin*s of goods, but the 
tax on tobaccos was very slight and not 
all dealers have joined In these increases. 
No' concerted action has been taken such 
as me hotel-keepers took. The Increased 
wholesale prices were paid by the hotel¬ 
keepers for two weeks before they met 
to consider the situation, and it will be 
three weeks by the time the revision Is 
made active. 

Cards bearing the price changes indi¬ 
cated above will be placed prominently 
In every bur In the city, so customers 
may Know what the price of goods will 
be under the new scale. 


TO SELL HANDICRAFTS 


Island Arts and Crafts Club Discusses 
Plans; General Meeting to Be Held 
Next Tuesday Evening. 


At a special meeting of the Island 
Arts and (’rafts club summoned, as 
explained by Dr. Hasell, the presi¬ 
dent, for the purpose of. considering 
steps to be taken by the organization 
in connection with the preparation of 
pictures ami other works which could 
be done by the members for sale dur¬ 
ing the Christmas season, several 
suggestions were brought up. The 
meeting took place last evening at the 
Alexandra club, hut, owing to the 
small attendance and the unprepar¬ 
edness of the majority of the mem¬ 
bers to offer suggestions along the 
lines designed, it was finally decided 
to hold a further general meeting next 
Tuesday evening, at the Handicrafts 
school. Courtney street, ut which 
members were especially urged to at¬ 
tend prepared with some suggestions 
and, wherever possible, equipped with 
samples of the work which they could 
recommend copying or reproducing 
for sale. 

Mr. Shallcross outlined the plan dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting of the committee 
recently, this recommending the mak¬ 
ing of various works of art at the 
handicrafts school—stamped and em- 
posged leather articles; carved photo 
frames; small coffee trays, book- 
racks. pen-trays, painted calendars, 
Christinas cards, unframed sketches 
of local scenes, collar-bags, blotters, 
etc. If the things were done by the 
end of November they could he 
shown in connection with the Arts 
Club Exhibition. 

An idea, mooted by J. R. Blaikie. 
received considerable support, al¬ 
though any definite decision on the 
matter was deferred to the meeting 
next Tuesday. This was a suggestion 
for the designing of a memento. In the 
form of a card or small hook, on 
which the names of the Y’ictorla vol¬ 
unteers. together with a copy of the 
declaration of war. should be in 
scribed, with such further additions 
as the size of- the article designed 
should Justify. This would be sold 
a souvenir and the proceeds would be 
given to the patriotic fund.

WILL BENEFIT FROM 
PANAMA EXPOSITION 


Numerous Bodies Will Route 
Delegates to Victoria From 
San Francisco 


The reports coming in from various 
quarters in regard to the routing by 
way of this city of a large number of 
those who will attend conventions at 
San Francisco next year during the 
Panama-Pacific exposition indicate 
that the movement will be a very 
large one. 

The National Council of Women 
Voters, a new organization In the 
United States, is holding an interna¬ 
tional conference in San Francisco on 
July 8 and succeeding days. It has 
as its object the extension of the fran¬ 
chise to women in the states that so 
far have nolr adopted equal suffrage, 
and the improvement of legislation 
affecting women and children. An ap¬ 
peal has been made to women’s organ¬ 
izations throughout the world to send 
delegates. A memorandum on the 
subject has reached ^Jje Victoria and 
Island Development Association ask¬ 
ing for co-operation. 

The commissioner is making a spe¬ 
cial effort to secure the co-operation 
of the leading realty organizations of 
this continent to bring by way of this 
route, a large number of the delegates 
to the national convention of real 
estate exchanges in Los Angeles. A 
circular Fetter was issued on the sub¬ 
ject some weeks ago and sent to all 
exchanges in affiliation with the na¬ 
tional body. A number of replies have 
been received. 

J- M. Williams, a real estate broker 
at Nashville, Tenn., says in part: “I 
shall do as you request—endeavor to 
get the N. A. R. E. E. to route through 
Y'ictorla. I shall do this with great 
confidence of success. Yours Is cer¬ 
tainly a most Interesting country. I 
thank you for matter contained, and 
hope to assist in getting the associ¬ 
ation to YQctorla.” 

One of the letters making inquiry 
as to conditions here reads: “Can 
you please give me any Information tn 
regard to dairying on shares, as I have 
not sufficient knowledge as to whether 
it is carried on in Vancouver Island.
